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Listed status 
win for war 
memorial 
campaigners

SUPPORTERS of the town’s war memo¬ 
rial say moving it as part of any civic 
centre redevelopment would be “an 
insult” after it was awarded protected 
Grade-II listed status this week. 

Fears had been raised the tribute to 
fallen soldiers could become a victim of re¬ 
development plans for the town centre. 

But now English Heritage has added 
the Mount Pleasant monument to its 
list of buildings of special architectural 
or historic interest, meaning there are 
restrictions on what can be done to it 
without special consent. 

Concerns for the future of the site 
were sparked after Tunbridge Wells 
Borough Council announced that the 
civic complex, which includes the me¬ 
morial, was among those earmarked for 
development. 

There is strong opposition against 
moving the monument, a stone wall 
with a bronze figure and plaque, in 
front of the Town Hall - itself a Grade-II 
listed building. 

David Wakefield, chairman of the 


Tunbridge Wells branch of the Royal 
British Legion, said: “It is very good 
news that the memorial has been listed. 

“We think it is the best site in town for 
the war memorial, nothing better has 
yet been proposed. 

“It is in a large public space for the Re¬ 
membrance Sunday parade. It is ideal in 
terms of accessibility and visibility.” 

The stone wall into which the memo¬ 
rial is built is a remnant of the Calverley 
Estate designed by the architect Dec- 
imus Burton in the early 19th century, 
which was knocked down to build the 
Town Hall complex in 1939. 

Barry Sillince, a member of the Royal 
Tunbridge Wells Civic Society, ques¬ 
tioned whether the listed status would 
protect only the monument or its loca¬ 
tion as well, which he saw as vital. 

He said: “The War Memorial is impor¬ 
tant where it is because when the civic 
complex was developed it was put there 
deliberately giving gravitas to the town 
centre as a public forum. 

“I cannot imagine it being relocated 
somewhere else because it would not

BADGER CULL 


Farmers’ joy and animal rights 
group rage greets badger cull 


ANIMAL rights campaigners have slammed 
plans to cull badgers - saying it could actu¬ 
ally increase the spread of TB in cattle. 

Tonbridge-based campaign group Ani¬ 
mal Aid said killing the animals through 
so-called ‘controlled shooting’ was not 
supported by sound science. 

But farmers have argued badger culls 
are needed to control bovine tuberculosis. 

On Tuesday Environment Secretary 
Caroline Spelman announced measures 
aimed at tackling the disease. 

These included plans for a pilot badger 
cull starting next spring in the South West, 
which could then become widespread 
across the country and rural west Kent. 

It would see marksmen shooting badg¬ 
ers roaming at night. 

An Animal Aid spokesperson said: “The 
Government plans to license farmers to 
shoot badgers at night as they run free. 
Vaccination has been ruled out as being 
too expensive. 

“The effectiveness of‘controlled shooting’, 
as it is known, has never been evaluated and 
could even increase the incidence of TB, as 
infected badgers fleeing from the shooting 
could take the disease with them.

“In defence of fox hunting, many Tory 
MPs argued hunting foxes was humane 
while shooting them as they ran for their 
lives was cruel. But in order to suit its own 
agenda, the Government has now argued 
the exact opposite in relation to badgers. 

“Culling badgers is a Conservative flag¬ 
ship policy and its announcement comes as 
no surprise, even though the public over¬ 
whelmingly opposes a cull and it is not sup¬ 
ported by sound science. While the Labour 
Welsh government has recently rejected a 
badger cull on scientific grounds, the English 
government remains committed to appeas¬ 
ing farmers, no matter the cost.” 


The group said improving conditions for 
dairy cows would reduce bovine TB. 

But the National Farmers’ Union (NFU) 
welcomed the Government’s “leadership”. 
Peter Kendall, the union’s president, said: 
“I join with farmers up and down the coun¬ 
try in breathing an enormous sigh of relief 
the Government has shown leadership in 
tackling this terrible disease. 

“Sometimes we have to do what is un¬ 
popular because we know it is right. Not 
taking action is no longer an option and 
the Government has recognised that. As 
the most recent science shows, badger 
controls are absolutely necessary, together 
with cattle controls, to get on top of this 
devastating disease. 

“The farming industry is ready and able 
to work responsibly with the Government. 

“We take the challenges of a badger cull 
extremely seriously and we recognise that 
any work needs to be monitored closely. 
We will fully cooperate with that monitor¬ 
ing work. This is not going to be a quick fix 
and we’re prepared for that. 

“We understand there will be some people 
who are unhappy at the decision and we take 
those views seriously. But we believe no-one 
wants to have a situation where we have 
long-term infection and diseased animals in 
our countryside and on our farms.”

New police chief takes over west Kent divisions

A NEW police chief has been ap¬ 
pointed to lead the force’s mod¬ 
ernisation across west Kent. 

Chief Superintendent Mat¬ 
thew Nix, a father-of-three 
from Maidstone, will be leading 
major changes as three polic¬ 
ing divisions replace the exist¬ 
ing six in November this year. 

The new west Kent division 
will cover Tunbridge Wells, 
Tonbridge and Mailing, Seven- 
oaks, and Maidstone. 

Mr Nix, 45, said: “It will be a 
challenge, but one I am looking

forward to. Tackling crime and 
making the west division an 
even safer place to live, work 
and visit are priorities which 
are high on my agenda. 

“I am committed to deliver¬ 
ing the highest possible stand¬ 
ards of service, while pursuing 
those that commit crime and 
anti-social behaviour. ” 

Ch Supt Nix replaces Ch Supt 
John Molloy to bring in the 
changes. He has been work¬ 
ing as area commander for Mid 
Kent for the past 20 months. 


He said he was a keen advo¬ 
cate of partnership working, 
saying: “My previous role was 
as head of partnerships and 
communities at force headquar¬ 
ters, Maidstone, which included 
all partnership activity, from 
working with local councils and 
neighbourhood policing to pre¬ 
venting violent extremism. 

“I am acutely aware of the 
benefits of working closely with 
councils, voluntary groups and 
others engaged in community 
safety partnerships.”

command the respect and dig¬ 
nity of its current site.” 

English Heritage also noted 
its location, stating: “Although 
the memorial pre-dates the civic 
complex, these listed buildings 
provide a handsome and fitting 
setting for the memorial.” 

Meanwhile, Mr Sillince said 
recent co nfli cts made the monu¬ 
ment an important symbol of the 
sacrifice made by our soldiers for 
a younger generation, too. 

“We tend to think of it rep¬ 
resenting the First and Second 
World Wars but now it is al¬ 
tering dramatically because of 
Iraq and Afrghanistan. 

“In the last remembrance 
parade there were children 
coming up with their parents 
and laying wreaths. To take it 
away from that location would 
almost be an insult. It is not 
just the history.” 

Leader of the council Bob At¬ 
wood said he was “delighted” 
the memorial had been award¬ 
ed listed status. 

Plans to redevelop the civic 
site are on hold following pub¬ 
lic outcry after they emerged 
last year and cost the previous 
leader of the council his post. 

The intentions of the current 
administration remain largely 
unknown. 

A full council meeting was 
set to be held on Wednesday 
night to discuss the findings of 
the public consultation on the 
future of the civic complex. 

“From a Tunbridge Wells 
point of view it is a critcial mo¬ 
ment,” Mr Sillince said before 
the meeting. 

The First World War memo¬ 
rial by Stanley Nicholson Babb 
(1874-1957) was unveiled 
in February, 1923, by Colo¬ 
nel Viscount Hardinge. The 
plaques were added to remem¬ 
ber World War Two.

Kent Greens pledge to 
fight for 20mph zones

ROAD safety campaigners have pledged 
to fight on for 20mph zones in residen¬ 
tial areas across the county - adding 
fuel to calls for Tunbridge Wells streets 
to have speed limits lowered. 

The Kent Green Party has written to 
the highways authority, Kent County 
Council, urging it to adopt the lower 
speed limit. 

It comes after a three-year campaign 
garnering support in town centres 
across the county found that more than 
90 per cent of people supported the 
change. 

Steve Dawe, the party’s spokesman 
who lives Tonbridge, said: “We want 
to see KCC prevent accidents, injuries 
and deaths instead of waiting to have 
policy dictated by the number of people 
injured, maimed or killed. 

“Given the low cost of this initiative 
and the fact that motorists themselves 
are to a high degree self-policing in ex¬ 
isting 30mph areas which often lack 
signage, we see no reason to obstruct a 
general extension of 20mph zones.” 

KCC has said in the past that it is 
against county-wide 20mph zones. But 
County Hall refused to comment again 
this week on its current position. 

Kent Green Party chair Dr Hazel 
Dawe said: We have now written to the 
county council, the Medway unitary 
authority and all other local authori¬ 
ties in Kent to ask them to adopt 20mph 
limits in residential areas. 

“A survey of the introduction of 
20mph zones across the UK and in oth¬ 


er European countries found that child 
road accidents declined by 67 per cent, 
cyclist accidents by 29 per cent, and 
traffic flow by 2 7 per cent. 

“The leading cause of death to chil¬ 
dren over the age of five is road crashes. 
A child pedestrian is three times more 
likely to die on our roads than in Italy 
and twice as likely as in France. 

“The number of cyclists killed has 
risen by 30 per cent since 2003. 

”We will continue to campaign for 
20mph limits in residential areas until the 
local authorities in Kent and Medway all 
adopt this approach.” 

Mr Dawe said the party would be pe¬ 
titioning for 20mph zones in Sevenoaks 
on August 20, adding: “This is going to 
continue until we get a result. ” 

KCC’s website states: “We put 20mph 
zones in areas where there is a history 
of crashes involving child pedestrians 
or cyclists.” 

This newspaper asked KCC how many 
crashes involving children and/or cy¬ 
clists had to happen before 20mph zones 
were adopted. But the authority refused 
to respond. 

In Tunbridge Wells, 20mph zones 
also have the support of the borough 
council’s portfolio holder for transport, 
Cllr Brian Ransley. 

He said the new Tunbridge Wells 
Transport Forum, which holds its first 
meeting in September, would provide 
an opportunity for councillors and resi¬ 
dents to bring forward suggestions such 
as lower speed limits.

Israeli settlers throw rock 
at human rights observer

A HUMAN rights campaigner from 
Tunbridge Wells has been attacked 
by Israeli settlers while working 
with Palestinian communities in 
the West Bank. 

Jane Backhurst travelled to the 
south Hebron hills with a Christian 
organisation which campaigns for a 
peaceful resolution to the Israeli/Pal¬ 
estinian conflict, to monitor settler 
violence in the area. 

Working with a team of human 
rights monitors for the Ecumeni¬ 
cal Accompaniment Programme in 
Palestine and Israel (EAPPI), she is 
based in the southern town of Yatta. 

While being shown around the 
area on her second day, local farmers 
called to say that Israeli settlers were 
attacking a village called Susiya. 

She said: “When we arrived at the 
scene we found a group of 12 men 
from a nearby settlement shouting at 


local Palestinians. The EAPPI team 
filmed and took photos as evidence 
while settlers threw rocks at the lo¬ 
cals. Several Palestinians including 
an elderly woman and a four-year- 
old boy were injured.” 

One settler threw a rock at Ms 
Backhurst’s head, which left her 
with an injured her arm as she raised 
it to protect herself. 

Pauline Nunu, EAPPI’s local di¬ 
rector, said: “The south Hebron 
hills area sees more violence by 
settlers than any other part of the 
West Bank, and the local commu¬ 
nities there have often requested 
our presence. 

“We fear that there may be a rise 
in both settler attacks and house 
demolitions following September’s 
UN vote [on recognising a Palestin¬ 
ian state], heightening the need for 
an international presence.” 

Ms Nunu added: “EAPPI already 
has a strong connection to these 
communities and they always tell us 


that they feel safer when the foreign¬ 
ers are around, so on their request, 
we decided to set up a full time place¬ 
ment in Yatta.” 

Last week, Val Kitchen, from Ton- 
bridge, returned to the UK after a 
traumatic attempt to visit Bethlehem 
to show support for Palestinians in 
the West Bank. 

The 6 8-year-old was detained by 
Israeli officials after landing in Tel 
Aviv’s Ben Gurin airport. 

Her group, which included more 
than 120 campaigners, were de¬ 
tained after telling officials they were 
on route to Bethlehem. 

Meanwhile, Ms Blackhurst will re¬ 
main based in Yatta and will experi¬ 
ence what it is like to live in the West 
Bank. 

EAPPI is a programme run by the 
World Council of Churches. The or¬ 
ganisation works for an end to the 
occupation, respect for international 
law, and the implementation of UN 
resolutions.

Building work is ready to begin on new 
state-of-the-art facilities for academy

WITH a design inspired by New 
York’s Guggenheim Museum, 
work is due to begin on a state- 
of-the-art building to transform 
a Tunbridge Wells school. 

The Skinners’ Kent Acad¬ 
emy’s £20 million rebuild will 
begin this month and is due to 
open in early 2013 featuring 
the latest computer technology 
and facilities for its engineering 
and science specialties. 

Principal Sian Carr said: 
“This is a brand new future for 
the academy.” 

It comes after the Govern¬ 
ment’s spending cuts placed 
plans for all new school build¬ 
ings in Kent under threat and 
saw many frozen. 

But the Blackhurst Lane 
academy escaped the cull and 
was given the go-ahead by 
Education Secretary Michael 
Goves in August last year. 

At the time, Mrs Carr told this 


newspaper it would have been 
“hard for the school to survive” 
without the new building. 

Now, the work has been given 
the green light after a deal was 
signed by Willmott Dixon Con¬ 
struction, Kent County Council 


and the academy last Friday. 

This week, Mrs Carr gave a 
more measured response when 
asked why the new building is so 
important. She said: “The acad¬ 
emy transformation is already 
well under way. Exam results 


are up and a recent Ofsted re¬ 
port noted most our students are 
making good progress and an 
increasing number are making 
outstanding progress. 

“We have a fantastic team of 
teachers and strong team of gov-

emors and friends, not to mention 
fantastic support from our spon¬ 
sor school, Skinners.The new fa¬ 
cilities will help us to build on 
these successes and enable us to 
deliver the very best education 
for our students.” 


Other schools in Kent have 
failed to get funding for new 
builds. In Sevenoaks, the Knole 
Academy, which had been plan¬ 
ning £20m facilities, was given 
the green light in December for a 
capital grant of £17.3m. KCC 
said a feasibility study was being 
carried out on Knole’s plans, 
which opened last September on 
the sites of the Bradbourne and 
Wildernesse schools. 

Mrs Carr added: “The acad¬ 
emy is founded on the principles 
of high standards and high aspi¬ 
rations, active participation and 
delivers an emotionally rich and 
inclusive environment.” 

The plans include a lecture 
theatre, outdoor learning en¬ 
vironments with performance 
spaces, and sports facilities set in 
29 acres of grounds. Residents 
will be able to use the facilities for 
learning, social events, celebra¬ 
tions, sports and meetings. 

Skinners’ Academy replaced 
Tunbridge Wells High School 
in September 2009.

JUDGES from the regional Britain 
in Bloom awards have visited to as¬ 
sess Tunbridge Wells’ efforts. 

Members of the local bloom com¬ 
mittee hoped they were able to wow 
with the bright floral displays, which 
have revitalised the town centre. 

The judges, Linda Jones and Ken 
Fairview, from South East in Bloom 
were given a tour of the town and 
told how the committee has en¬ 
gaged the community and busi¬ 
nesses in the competition. 

Katharina Mahler-Bech, a mem¬ 
ber of the Royal Tunbridge Wells 
in Bloom committee, said: “Dur¬ 
ing Friday’s judging day in full 
sunshine and under a blue sky the 
town was looking its best. 

“All those involved hope that we 
convinced the judges that residents 
and businesses together with the 
council have created a glorious flo¬ 
ral display in the streets and parks 
of Royal Tunbridge Wells.” 

The bloom campaign was 
brought back to Tunbridge Wells 


in 2010 after an eight year hiatus. 
The aim was to revitalise the town 
centre and involve communities 
and schools around the town. 

As part of the competition, 
the judges look for horticultural 
achievement, community engage¬ 
ment and environmental sustain¬ 
ability. 

The Tunbridge Wells committee 
has secured funding from the bor¬ 


ough and county council as well as 
sponsorship from local businesses 
to fund their activities. 

So far, they have more than dou¬ 
bled the floral displays in the town 
centre using more sustainable con¬ 
tainers and volunteers to plans and 
sponsor the high-profile planters. 

At this year’s launch in June, 
which was supported by the town’s 
MP Greg Clark, eight community 


groups unveilled plants in the 
town centre sponsoring them for 
£50. These included the Pickering 
Cancer Drop-in Centre, the Royal 
Tunbridge Wells Civic Society, 
Tunbridge Wells Headway and the 
Rotary Club of the Pantiles, which 
sponsored two tubs. 

Last year, a gardening competi¬ 
tion was held with 58 entrants as 
well as 17 schools. 


Sea cadets ready

A cadets spokesman said: "This is a great 
honour for our cadets as it is the first time 
that members of the Sea Cadet Corps have 
taken an active part in this parade. 

"After the parade, three wreaths will be 
laid at the memorial by cadets, uniform staff 
and by the unit management committee." 

Following the parade, the cadets will 
return to the UK, stopping at the Tyne Cot 
Cemetery in Ypres to attend a service. Each 
cadet will also place a cross at the cem¬ 
etery.

And the 48-year-old explains that it springs 
from bitter personal experience. 

She said: “I was working for a very aggres¬ 
sive sales organisation and it took things to 
a whole new level with my bosses. I was hitting 
all the targets they had set me and more, but 
my boss was still demanding I do better, 
slamming his hands on the desk and insisting I 
could do more. 

“So I decided to resign. I handed the letter over 
and my MD just burst into tears. I then realised 
I was doing a good job but they push and push 
and push you to do more. 

“He had no idea of the effect his behaviour 
had. 

“Writing the book was a cathartic experience. I 
used to say to people that I couldn’t afford therapy 
so I’ll just write it all down. And I’ve never looked 
back. I’ll never get into that situation again. 

“When I was writing it down it gave me a 
sudden clarity about the workplace. But if I can 
help one person avoid what I went through then 
I’ll be delighted. 

“I put my email address in the book and I’ve 
had messages from people from around the 
world. The book has been published in about 
seven or eight different languages and people 
have given feedback, so it’s been great to give 
people some advice here and there.” 

It has proved such a success, she is now work¬ 
ing on a follow-up. 

And she says some of the stories she has re¬ 
ceived have been real eye-openers. 

“I’ve had some shocking stories, ” she explained. 
“A boss who slapped them round the face. One 
hoisted someone onto a forklift truck. Everyone 
had some sort of experience. No one said every¬ 
one they’d worked for was marvellous.” 

The movie, Horrible Bosses, goes on general

release this Friday, and Ms Walker is hoping it 
will fuel her sales.

“I know the person who wrote it had some 
bad experiences and some of the characters are, 
purely coincidental, just like some of those real 
life people in my book. 

“You have to remember we probably spend 
more time at work than we do with our family. 
So behaviour in the workplace can have a huge 
impact on us. We need to always get a sense of 



perspective though, and try and understand 
why bosses act the way they do.”

PEOPLE, the old saying goes, don’t like 
change. And perhaps never more has 
that been at the centre of debate and 
discussion than in Tunbridge Wells 
over recent months. 

The status quo holds a fascinating, 
and quite frequently misplaced, grasp on 
the public’s psyche. We cling to what we 
know and dread what might be. 

Acutely aware of that is Bob Atwood, 
the man parachuted into the eye of a 
hurricane which had wreaked havoc on 
the previous administration, and left the 
council staring into the brief blue sky and 
pondering just where it had gone wrong 
for such a storm to engulf them. 

The regeneration programme had, 
up until that point, been a masterclass 
in bodged public relations; clear argu¬ 
ments (such as the civic centre indeed 
costing the taxpayer far more than nec¬ 
essary on account of its age and repair, 
and the town needing to move with 
the times) had been lost amid a flurry 
of comments and opinions which ap¬ 
peared to suggest a fait accompli. 

With public confidence seeping out 
of the drafty Town Hall faster than the

good reputations of a number of senior 
elected and non-elected officials, the ar¬ 
gument for change - potentially essen¬ 
tial change - was all but lost. 

Six months into his role as leader of 
the council, and local Conservative 
group, and Cllr Atwood remains in the 
centre of that storm. His hope is that by 
thinking long and hard about where to 
go next, he will some how plot a path 
through the difficult times ahead, and 
that the winds may not be quite so fero¬ 
cious. 

But as he braces himself, he does so 
with some baggage on his back. Previ¬ 
ous leader Roy Bullock, long after fire¬ 


fighting became the norm, once issued 
a list of guarantees to residents - vows 
of theatre provision and museum and 
gallery space - in a bid to ease mount¬ 
ing panic. 

“I hate to be trapped into a list of 
promises someone else has made,” his 
successor, Cllr Atwood, explains from 
his no-frills office within the civic com¬ 
plex at the very heart of the debate. 
“But there are some very sensible prin¬ 
cipals in those promises. There is no 
way we could pull down the Assembly 
Hall without making sure there was al¬ 
ternative provision, for example. 

“By the time we get to the point of

for old cinema site’ 



physically changing the civic centre, if 
indeed we do, we will be faced with a dif¬ 
ferent set of circumstances - for example 
what might or might not happen to the 
cinema site or elsewhere in the town.” 

Core to many’s concern has been the 
direction the town intends to take. Does 
it want to become a shopper’s paradise, 
or does it want to build on its enviable 
reputation for the arts? And if both, just 
how can that be achieved? 

“In the past,” reflects Cllr Atwood, 
“the focus has been on retail and talk of 
getting an anchor store and that sort of 
thing. In actual fact it’s difficult to con¬ 
sider retail as the most important aspect 
in such a volatile market. We’ve actu¬ 
ally got retailers telling us that footfall is 
definitely tailing off; takings are reduc¬ 
ing and there is worse to come. 

“My personal view is that Tunbridge 
Wells has to be seen to offer a very 
strong cultural offering - that it looks 
like Tunbridge Wells and not a clone 
town; that its unique character is main¬ 
tained. I think that is why people come 
here. If they find nice shops when they 
get here, so much the better. 

“But they have to be attracted here 
in the first place and the only way to 
do that is by making the town look at¬ 
tractive, with the right leisure facilities. 
That includes nightclubs, pubs, decent 
restaurants; decent public facilities like 
parks and nice buildings to look at. That 
doesn’t preclude modern buildings, but 
they have to complement the old ones 
and stand out.” 

Much has been made of the clone 
town issue. While the centre of the 
town exudes familiar high street names, 


it is only very much a slice of the over¬ 
all offering. Independent traders may 
find themselves struggling now, but 
the smart money is increasingly being 
laid on them becoming the life blood of 
future retail offerings; offering a return 
to traditional values and providing the 
shopping ‘experience’ so often lost in a 
haze of online clicks and page views. 

Cllr Atwood is well aware of what 
they bring to the town. 

“They are an essential element and 
we would hate to do anything that 
could be shown to be damaging their 
footfall or turnover,” he says. 

“But the evidence is not as clear as 
some traders think. Some say if you put 
a big anchor store in, their trade would 
disappear. The evidence is if you get the 
right stores of the right size, and not too 
dominant, everyone can benefit.” 

However, there remains the issue of 
connecting the two ends of the town 
- from the Pantiles up to Royal Victoria 
Place - to allow both to flourish. 

Cllr Atwood wants to be creative - and 
perhaps leave his legacy on the town: 
“What I would perhaps like to see is a 
better passageway from the top to the 
bottom of the town to make that journey 
more exciting, a little more pleasant. 

“We considered a tram up Mount 
Pleasant but it was not economically 
viable, but some sort of colourful trans¬ 
port that was easy to obtain would help. 
Also a better crossing outside St Charles 
the Martyr by the Pantiles. There are a 
number of things we could do.” 

Then, of course, there is the old chest¬ 
nut of the cinema site. Long since aban¬ 
doned, it sticks out like a sore thumb 


amid the town’s traditional pomp and 
splendour. 

“The fact is there have been a number 
of false starts with the cinema site. Re¬ 
cently we were informed of a purchaser 
but it fell through. We have a real con¬ 
cern to get a purchaser in the near fu¬ 
ture, and for that purchaser to have the 
intention and wherewithal to develop 
that site into a mixed use facility. 

“It seems we reach this point frequent¬ 
ly, only for it to fall through. I reached 
the stage where I thought enough was 
enough. With the benefit of hindsight 
we could have reached this stage before, 
but we are now seriously considering a 
compulsory purchase order (CPO) or an 
appropriate action to make sure some¬ 
thing happens to that site. 

“But assuming we get it through ei¬ 
ther a CPO or we buy it outright - as we 
once attempted to do - then we would 
be left with a site and we would be ex¬ 
pected to take action on. And we do 
have some well-developed ideas for that 
site - but I’m not at liberty to divulge 
that at the moment. 

“We would work, initially, as owner 

- whether it stays like that, in public 
ownership or goes on to a long lease, we 
haven’t got that far yet in our thinking. 
But certainly something has to happen 
with that site. It would be mixed use 

- that is all I can say.” 

After pausing to catch his party’s col¬ 
lective breath and regroup, Cllr Atwood 
knows the route out of the storm will not 
be easy. Change, in some respect, seems 
inevitable. Another six months on, and 
we should know just how his exit strat¬ 
egy has fared. Hang on to your hats.

Well still be patients’ voice 


Mike Eddy, lead governor of Kent’s health watchdog LINk, looks at 
what the current proposals for NHS reform will mean for the county 


WHEN the Coalition govern¬ 
ment took power in 2010 it 
quickly introduced a Health and 
Social Care Bill aimed at reform¬ 
ing the NHS. The primary objec¬ 
tive was to put greater power 
into the hands of GPs. 

The bill came in for a lot of 
flak, not least from GPs, but 
also other health professionals 
who suspected they would be 
marginalised. Groups repre¬ 
senting patients feared funds 
for re-organisation and the en¬ 
ergies of doctors would be di¬ 
verted from caring for patients. 

Earlier this year progress on 
the bill halted. 

The Government set up a 
‘listening exercise’ to consult 
on proposals and to alter them 
once they had listened. The lis¬ 
tening exercise did produce 
changes to the plans. 

The proposal to relieve the 
health secretary of his ultimate 
responsibility for the NHS was 
dropped. For most this change 
would seem to be irrelevant to 


whether they get see their GP 
or whether they get their oper¬ 
ation. But it is vital to main¬ 
taining an NHS where a na¬ 
tional politician is held 
accountable for the NHS. 

The reliance on GPs as the 
only medical professionals to 
be able to commission services 
has been reduced. Other pro¬ 
fessionals - nurses, hospital 
doctors, dentists, and the local 
successor to Kent LINk - will 
now have a say in deciding 
what services are provided and 
how. And medical profession¬ 
als will be able to move at their 
own pace towards setting up 
the arrangements rather than 
working to a timetable imposed 
by the Department of Health. 

While a number of groups of 
GPs in Kent have been ready to 
take on the challenge of com¬ 
missioning, others across the 
country have been less keen. 

Commissioning at the mo¬ 
ment is in the hands of manag¬ 
ers in the NHS who work in pri¬ 


mary care trusts. Patients are 
concerned GPs will find their time 
taken up with administration 
rather than taking care of the sick 
or funds will be taken up in the 
costs of redundancy of PCT staff 
and of hiring new staff to do ad¬ 
ministration for the doctors. 

While all these major chang¬ 
es are going on, the Local In¬ 
volvement Networks across the 
country will also be changing. 
Perhaps the most noticeable 
will be a change of name from 
LINk to HealthWatch. 

Currently, Kent LINk pro¬ 
vides a voice for patients and 
for carers and users of health 
and social services. It can re¬ 
quire the county council, 
through its health overview 
and scrutiny committee, or 
even the secretary of state, to 
undertake investigations of se¬ 
rious breakdowns in the NHS 
and social care. And Kent LINk 
has undertaken its own inves¬ 
tigations into issues as varied 
as hygiene, transport to health

facilities and outpatient clinics. 

All this will continue but 
HealthWatch will also take part 
in commissioning services as it 
will have a seat on a proposed 
health and wellbeing board. 

However, HealthWatch may 
be expected to provide an advo¬ 
cacy service for patients and 
relatives if things go wrong. 
This could place a Health¬ 
Watch in the difficult position 
of arguing on behalf of a pa¬ 
tient that the services Health¬ 
Watch had had a hand in de¬ 
vising were not good enough. 

Kent LINk is preparing for 
the changes to the way in 
which the NHS operates and at 
the same time is working hard 
to make sure its own transition 
into HealthWatch doesn’t de¬ 
flect it from speaking up for pa¬ 
tients and social services users.

NatWest 
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Traffic plan is 
destined to fail 

THERE is little point in Greg 
Clark meeting local councillors 
and representatives of Kent 
Highways to try and resolve 
the grid-locked traffic problems 
of Tunbridge Wells; these are 
the self-same people who got us 
where we are in the first place, 
so what do they know? 

Mr Clark states that “the 
problems of North Farm are 
never going to be resolved 
with a quick fix solution”. Of 
course not. The miseries have 
been racked up gradually 
and incrementally, piece by 
piece over a number of years 
culminating in the disastrous 
Fountains Park, as though no- 
one could see this coming. 

As for spending more money 
on further investigation, this is 
simply throwing good money 
at the bad. If they must consult 
and take advice, they should 
start by asking the very people 
who suffer the daily grind of 
simply trying to get from one 
end of the estate to the other. 

The simplest possible solu¬ 
tion may well cost no money 
at all; disable the traffic lights 


at the interchange by Coop¬ 
ers BMW garage, and those 
further up at Kingstanding 
Way. Practical examples exist 
that show traffic proceeding 
under its own management, 
rather than being managed by 
lights, flows swifter and more 
evenly without safety being 
compromised. 

This has been demonstrated 
in recent years, too, when the 
traffic lights at the Prospect 
Road/Royal Oak interchange 
failed. This is a notorious traffic 
hold-up, yet even at the peak 
commuter hours of 4-6pm 
there was no hold up when they 
failed. The same was true of the 
Mount Pleasant Church Road 
set when they failed. 

Like Nero, they will con¬ 
tinue to ‘fiddle’ while the rest 
of us must grin and bear it. 

They will, though, spend 
more money on pedestrian ac¬ 
cess and cycle lanes; just how 
many people does anyone see 
either walking and cycling in 
the North Farm? 

But these actions tick the 
right boxes and it is certainly 
‘right-on’ politically. Histori¬ 
cally, this will be seen as yet 
another failed attempt at social 
engineering.

One exit is not 
the answer

One way for a 
cheap solution 

I read the article concerning 
the problems with traffic con¬ 


gestion at North Farm Indus¬ 
trial Estate. I believe that the 
problems that exist there are 
because of the traffic lights, 
which allow the traffic to turn 
right and cause traffic to build 
up. 

If the council made the traf¬ 
fic to travel in one direction 
only, the traffic lights could be 
used only for pedestrians. 

The traffic could leave the 
A21 via the roundabout down 
Longfield Road across the 
roundabout to Lamberts Road, 
round to Dowding Way, back 
along Longfield Road, then 
back up to the A21. 

This would allow traffic to 
join this one way system at 
any point along the route, it 
would mean having to travel 
around the whole of the sys¬ 
tem in some cases but would 
allow a flow of traffic which is 
not happening at the moment. 

This is a cheap option and a 
quick fix.

Music teacher 
remembered 

WHEN the Sevenoaks Summer 
Festival started in the 1970s, 
we were led to understand 


that it had absorbed the long¬ 
er-running Sevenoaks Three 
Arts Festival but, if that was 
the case, it seems that the two 
organisations may have parted 
company. I wonder if perhaps 
anyone knows the background 
to this? 

I recently glanced through 
the results list for this year’s 
Sevenoaks Three Arts Festival 
and noticed that there is an 
annual award known as the 
Rupert Sutton Cup. 

That name certainly rings 
a bell with me as I attended 
The Judd School from 19 59 to 
1966. Rupert Sutton was the 
long-serving music teacher 
(who also taught history). 

He retired in 1967 (a year 
after I left the school) and I un¬ 
derstand he had taught there 
since around 1930. 

He did not have a long re¬ 
tirement as he died in the early 
part of 1968. 

He was well-known as an 
atheist and yet he had com¬ 
posed a setting to The Lord’s 
Prayer, which was regularly 
used in assembly at the school. 

However, I simply do not 
understand why on earth an 
atheist should want to set The 
Lord’s Prayer to music. 

This setting was, not sur¬ 


prisingly for the work of an 
atheist, somehow not con¬ 
ducive to worship; I suspect 
the school probably quietly 
dropped it after he retired.

ing in English instead of Latin); 
he helpfully commented that 
English, like German, is metri¬ 
cal while Latin and French are 
syllabic. 

It was interesting to see 
Rupert Sutton’s name 
being mentioned in connection 
with a Sevenoaks institution 
as he lived in Hildenborough 
(when he occasionally used 
the bus, he got off at The 
Flying Dutchman) and 
was known to be heavily 
involved in the cultural life of 
Tonbridge. 

Evidently he was well- 
known in Sevenoaks too.

Can my wife cash in 
£402 pension pot? 


Deadline looms for 
tax credit renewals 


O My wife has a small pension fund 
with Windsor Life, worth just 
£402. Now that she is 60, she 
like to take this. Windsor Life has 
offered a quarter of the fund as a lump 
sum, plus a yearly pension of £1, which 
seems very mean. The Revenue advice 
line says she should be able to take the 
total sum in cash as it is less than 
£18,000. But Windsor Life says this is 
not correct as my wife is already 
drawing another pension and the total 
value of the two combined is more than 
£18,000. 

Because the Government wants 
us all to save for our old age, it 
gives tax relief on contributions 
to pension plans and company pension 
schemes. 

But the other side of the coin is that it 
makes it hard to take money out, except 
as a pension. 

There are two concessions in the 
rules, though. The first is that we are al¬ 
lowed to take a quarter of our pension 
pot as a tax-free lump sum. 

And the second relaxed rule allows 
anyone whose total pension savings 
come to less than £18,000 to take the 
lot in cash instead of as a pension. 

This is called the “trivial commuta¬ 
tion” rule. 

Now for the tricky bit. You have told 
me that according to Windsor Life, 
your wife’s existing pension accounts 
for 1.8 5pc of her “lifetime allowance” 
- that is, the maximum £1.8m that the 
government lets anyone put into a pen¬ 
sion plan. 

By my arithmetic, this means that the 
pension pot for the existing pension was 
£33,300. 

This puts her total pension savings 
at £33,702, which is nearly double the 
£18,000 limit for what the government 
would regard as trivial. 

In theory, your wife should have 
merged her two pension pots years ago. 
Instead, she is now stuck with one that 
is worth so little that it cannot buy a 
worthwhile pension, nor can it be taken 
as cash. 

And yes, Windsor Life’s offer of £1 a 
year in pension, in exchange for a pen¬ 
sion pot of about £300 after your wife 
takes a quarter in cash, is very, very 
mean. 

It would take her 300 years just to get 
her own money back! 

The government is reviewing these 
rules at the moment, but I am not op¬ 
timistic that there will be any major 
change. It looks as though your wife 
has - as close as makes no difference 
-lost £300. 

Q I HAVE read that compensation 
is available for people in 
pension schemes run by 
Equitable Life. Can you shed any light 
on this? I was with Equitable Life for 
20 years and have a much-reduced 
pension. 



A THE Government finally 

picked up the bill following the 
near collapse of Equitable Life 
in 2000. Compensation cheques 
started to be issued by the Treasury 
on June 30. The worst-hit 37,000 
investors had with-profits policies 
that were turned into annuities - 
pensions for life. 

They will share £620 million in an¬ 
nual payments for as long as they live. 
Another 945,000 savers share £775m 
in one-off payments. 

But not every policyholder will ben¬ 
efit. More than 400,000 lost nothing, 
the Treasury says. And officials add that 
there is no need to claim. 

The company’s records are intact, so 
if you are due a payment it will arrive 
automatically. 

Q My wife bought a return air 
ticket to Moscow via Amster¬ 
dam from KLM. She had to 
cnange her plans and could not fly 
out on KLM, but when she tried to 
use her return ticket, she was told 
it was not valid. Is KLM allowed to 
declare her return ticket useless, 
just because she did not use the out¬ 
ward portion? 

A lt is hard to imagine an airline 
rule that says that if unfore¬ 
seen circumstances mean you 
cannot use the outward ticket, then 
the return half ceases to be valid. 
Contact the consumer complaints 
department of the Civil Aviation 
Authority (020 7240 6061). 

Q We had £55,168 in a Plus Saver 
account with Alliance & 
Leicester, now part of Santander, 
from October, 2009, to April, 2010, 
this earned just £27 interest. Is this 
correct? 

A Sad, but true. The Plus Saver 

account may have offered a good 
deal when you opened it, but the 
interest rate slid to just one 10th of lpc! 
Banks often advertise good rates to 
attract business, but later cut the yield 
sharply, knowing that lots of customers 
do not check to see that the interest is 
still decent.

Chas Roy-Chowdhury, head 
of taxation at the Association of 
Chartered Certified Accountants, 
said: “Normally, renewing your tax 
credits is a simple case of updating 
HMRC about changes in your cir¬ 
cumstances.

APATHY surrounding key personal 
finance subjects among younger 
people has Long been a problem, 
ranging from disinterest in pensions 
to disregard for credit-card interest 
rates.

Nearly nine in every 10 young peo¬ 
ple do not know the interest rates 
on their savings accounts, while two 
thirds do not know their balances. 

That equates to millions of people 
aged under 25 being completely 
unaware of how their savings are 
performing. 


are entitled to may have changed.” 

He added: “The rate at which 
payments decrease above a certain 
income threshold has been speeded 
up, especially for higher earners. The 
reduction is now 41p - up from 39p 
- for every £1 above the threshold. 

“At the same time, some thresh¬ 
olds have been lowered. The house¬ 
hold income threshold has dropped 
from £50,000 to £40,000.” 

Some benefits have been in¬ 
creased. For example, the child ele¬ 
ment of tax credits is going up this 
year above inflation, which will 
help make up for the freeze in child 
benefit that will affect those on low 
incomes, Mr Roy-Chowdhury said. 

There are about 166,400 tax cred¬ 
it claimants in Kent, 8 5,000 in Nor¬ 
folk, nearly 70,000 in Suffolk and 


The figures come from HSBC 
research, which suggests under-25s 
are the most apathetic about their 
savings. 

However, younger people do top 
the table in having savings goals, 
with under-25s most Likely to have 
particular aims in mind for their 
money, while over-55s are the least 
Likely to save for specific purposes. 

"It is never too early for young 
people to begin to Learn the basics of 
managing money and the impor¬ 
tance of budgeting and saving," said 
Peter Bull, of HSBC, which is backing 
a financial education programme for 
primary schools.

Anyone tempted to provide credit 
or debit card details can then find 
their accounts emptied. 

HMRC said it made contact with 
customers due tax refunds only by 
post, and not by telephone or email. 
It also said it never used third parties 
to inform people of any refunds.

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County firms paying 
hefty price for fraud 


BUSINESSES were defrauded 
out of more than £1 billion in 
the first six months of this year, 
a new report has revealed. 

UK firms lost £1.1 billion 
to criminals between January 
and June - up from £609 mil¬ 
lion during the same period in 
2010. 

The South East was the 
hardest-hit region, accounting 
for £661 million of fraud. 

While the greatest bur¬ 
den, by value and number of 
cases, of fraud has been borne 
by Government agencies, the 
private sector is also under in¬ 
tense attack. 

In fact, the average case val¬ 
ue of private-sector fraud in the 
UK has jumped from £2.5m in 
January-June 2010 to £4.2m 
for the same period this year. 

Kevin Meehan, Kent director 
at KPMG, said: “The evolution 
of e-commerce, as well as in¬ 
creased reliance on automated 
payment systems and the abil¬ 
ity of professional criminals to 
stay one step ahead, has swol¬ 
len overall UK fraud figures. 

“But fraud levelled at UK 
businesses tears at the very fab¬ 
ric of the economy. Although 
it is just as prevalent in larger 
organisations, the small and 
medium-sized companies are 
more likely to suffer dire conse¬ 
quences as a result. For SMEs, 
fraud can often lead to signifi¬ 
cant cash-flow problems re¬ 
sulting in redundancies - and 
at worst a fight for survival.” 

■ RECENT KENT FRAUD 
CASES: A former Nomura 
banker from Kent was sen¬ 
tenced to 11 years in prison for 
an attempted £50m mortgage 
fraud. 

A 51-year-old man from 
Sevenoaks was part of an inter-

national gang who conned in¬ 
vestors out of£10m in a ‘ponzi’ 
fraud. Victims paid thousands 
of pounds to gang members, 
wrongly believing they would 
receive a handsome profit for 
joining the scheme. 

The gang of six men, de¬ 
scribed by the police as 
“sharks”, were involved in a 
“premeditated deception” that 
saw people lose their homes 
and life savings. 

A senior manager from Well¬ 
ing who worked for Ofcom ad¬ 
mitted taking £522,123 from 
the communications regula¬ 
tor. The 3 7-year-old abused his 
position as services manager to 
siphon off the money between 
July 2008 and April 2009. 

A 4 3-year-old company 
cashier from Ashford stole 
£250,000 over 10 years be¬ 
fore his dishonesty was discov¬ 
ered. The man was jailed for 
three years, having devised a 
system to cover his tracks at a 
freight-forwarding company in 
Dartford. It was not until the 
foreign-accounts supervisor 
noticed a discrepancy that an 
investigation was launched. 

Maidstone Court was told that 
he ran into debt and resorted to 
loan sharks, who charged high 
interest rates and made threats if 


payments were not made. How¬ 
ever, the judge said spending 
some £500 on a season ticket 
for Crystal Palace Football Club 
could not be regarded as one of 
life’s necessities. 

A woman from Gillingham 
was found guilty of launder¬ 
ing almost £164,000 through 
an internet scam via her hand¬ 
bag shop in Skinner Street. The 
shop was a facade of a business 
earning next to no money. 

She leased the premises from 
a landlord who ran Western 
Union and, unknown to the 
landlord, she signed up with 
Western Union as an agent 
and the company’s software 
was installed at her shop. It 
was discovered that £164,000 
from overseas had been sent 
to other countries. The frauds 
were perpetrated mainly in 
the United States and fictitious 
characters were created as re¬ 
cipients of the money. 

A father and son from Orping¬ 
ton were sentenced for their part 
in a £6 million tax evasion to 
fund their “luxury lifestyles”. 

Canterbury Crown Court 
heard the pair used the cash to 
finance the purchase of a villa 
in Spain, joint ownership of a 
racehorse, a BMW car and an 
£8,000 golf holiday overseas. 

HMRC investigators found 
that between 1997 and 2004 
the pair used a false invoicing 
scheme to conceal the with¬ 
drawal of £18 million from 
the bank accounts of their two 
construction companies. 

The scheme enabled them to 
make more than £3m of fraud¬ 
ulent claims for the repayment 
of VAT and reduce corporation 
tax liability, while also failing 
to meet Construction Industry 
Scheme tax obligations. 


Apprentice scheme ahead of target 


A COUNCIL’S 100-day 
apprenticeship challenge 
continues to gather pace, with 
Strood-based R Swain and 
Sons the latest firm to take on 
two teenage recruits. 

Medway Council called on 
firms across the Towns to 
employ 100 apprentices in just 
100 days. 

The scheme, launched in 
May, got off to a flying start 
and is still ahead of target at 
the halfway point. 

R Swain and Sons helped 
bring the 100-new-jobs goal 
into sight by employing Jack 
Humphrey, 16, and Harri 
Stevenson, 18. 

"Doing an apprenticeship 
sets you up for a career and a 
future with a company," said 
Harri, from Rochester. 


"Finding work can be really 
difficult at my age. I think this 
scheme's a good idea as it will 
encourage employers to take 
on apprentices and I think, as 
young people, we can offer a 
lot to a business as we grow to 
know it inside out."

A NEW airline has declared an interest in oper¬ 
ating transatlantic flights from Manston. 

Flylnvicta.com is looking to initially run day¬ 
time flights between the east Kent airport and 
New York. 

Bosses at the fledgling company say they have 
contacted Manston airport chiefs to notify them 
of their intentions. 

Flylnvicta.com was keen to stress that, while 
it was interested in operating transatlantic 
flights, the Manston to New York route was far 
from a done deal and the firm was also in talks 
with airports in London, the north of England 
and mainland Europe. 

The spokesman said the Flylnvicta.com 
management team was taking shape and in¬ 
cluded staff from a number of British and North 
American airlines. 

The company is also in the process of rais¬ 
ing the necessary funding required to secure its 
short- to medium-term future against factors 
such as rising fuel costs and a proposed rise in 
airport tax. 

A Flylnvicta.com statement reads: “Flylnvicta. 
com is a pioneering long-haul operator with 
plans to fly new trans-Atlantic routes. 

“Reminiscent of a more courteous and com¬ 
fortable age, Flylnvicta.com will potentially ini¬ 
tially fly from Manston to New York, offering a 
full range of business and economy travel that 
rivals established carriers. 

“Respect for customers is our watchword. 
Customers can rely on our exceptional attention 
to detail, an expert management team drawn 
from professionals within the airline, travel and 
business worlds, and highly trained crews.

The company has set up a short survey on its 
website in a bid to research which US destina¬ 
tions would be most sought by Kent and London 
passengers, which UK airport would be their 
preferred location to take off from, and on which 
type of aircraft they would rather fly.

Small businesses feel pinch caused 
by fall in lending from major banks

SMALL firms are bearing the 
brunt of a contraction in bank 
Lending, a survey suggests. 

Figures released by the 
British Bankers Association 
(BBA) showSMEs 
- particularly the smallest 
businesses - are the Least 
confident and least Likely to 
receive financial support from 
the major banks. 

More than half of 
businesses with up to nine 
employees had not applied for 
a Loan in the last 12 months 
because they expected to be 
turned down. 

Overall, 52 per cent of 
small firms with up to 249 
employees said that applying 
for a loan caused too much 
hassle, was too costly, or that 
they were being asked for too 
much security. 

The Federation Of Small 
Businesses said the BBA's 


findings reflected what it had 
been told by its members. 

Kent and Medway chairman 
Roger Flouse said: “Small 
firms have been telling us for 
the past few years that they 
are fearful of approaching the 
banks for new finance, or to 
extend an overdraft, because 
they know they are Likely to be 
turned down or be offered a 
deal on terms that just aren’t 
favourable for them. 

“The picture that emerges 
from this independent 
research shows that the 
smallest SMEs are losing out 
- with a third being refused 
outright when initially applying 
for new finance. This figure is 
more than double the bigger 
SMEs being refused. 

“So the big question is why 
medium-sized companies are 
getting a better deal. 

“The FSB’s own survey work 


has shown that small firms 
are missing out on growth 
and investment opportunities 
and are at a competitive 
disadvantage as a result of 
failing to secure the finance 
they have requested. 

“This will have a much 
wider impact on the economy 
as small firms make up more 
than half of UK GDP. 

“This BBA research 
comes at a crucial time 
and should feed in to the 
recommendations the 
Independent Commission On 
Banking will be making to 
Government in September. 

“The FSB has long been 
calling for greater competition 
in the banking sector to give 
the smallest firms a better 
chance of securing a better 
deal, and these results 
show the importance of that 
demand."

Success stories give 
thanks for royal help

ENTREPRENEURS from Kent 
and beyond are celebrating 
3 5 years of help and guidance 
from the Prince’s Trust youth 
charity. 

Set up by the Prince of Wales 
in 1976, the trust provides fi¬ 
nancial support and teaches 
key skills to 14-to-3 O-year-olds 
who have struggled in school, 
been in care, are long-term 
unemployed, or have been in 
trouble with the law. 

The charity has helped more 
than 600,000 young people 
over the years, some of whom 
attended a 35th birthday cel¬ 
ebration at the prince’s official 
residence of Clarence House, 
Westminster, earlier this 
month. 

Among them were Kent resi¬ 
dents Anne Spratling and John 
Ayris, who set up the East of 
India handmade gifts business 
in 1991. 

“We got laughed out of the 
bank on one occasion,” said 
Anne. “Looking back I sup¬ 
pose I can understand why we 
didn’t seem like a good invest¬ 
ment. We had no savings or 
business experience and were 
still living with our parents. 

“The Prince’s Trust really be¬ 
lieved in us and took a chance 
on our idea. They approved 
our business plan and gave us 
a loan and a business mentor.” 

East of India has grown 
steadily every year and the 
company’s products are now 
sold in more than 2,000 out¬ 
lets in the UK, as well as in 
countries as far away as Japan. 

It also employs 36 people in 
Folkestone and 400 people in 
Bali, where most of the prod¬ 
ucts are made. 

The man who made the 
gifts Anne and John originally 
brought home from Bali still 
works for the company and 


has now enlisted the help of his 
entire village. 

Anne said: “By giving us a 
chance and believing in our 
idea, the Prince’s Trust has 
helped create jobs not just for 
us, but for hundreds of other 
people. We’ll always be grate¬ 
ful to the trust for helping us 
get this far.” 

Even in the face of the recent 
recession and rising youth un¬ 
employment, more than three 
in four young people supported 
by the charity have moved into 
work, education or training. 

Many of the youngsters have 
overcome challenges such as 
abuse, depression, addiction 
and homelessness. 

Film star Kevin Spacey and 
singer Rod Stewart were among 
the celebrities who attended the 
birthday celebration, as were 
Gravesend’s former Bond girl 
Gemma Arterton, and Cooling- 
based musician Jools Holland. 

The Later presenter said: 
“Many young people have very 
low confidence and self-esteem 
before receiving support from 
the trust. 

“At the reception I met peo¬ 
ple who were given a hand as 
far back as the 1980s, who 
now run successful global busi¬ 
nesses. It just goes to

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THE INTERVIEW 


miners who thrilled 
the world is put on 
stage, writes Ed Hill 

T HE Pitmen Painters, which comes 
to the Assembly Hall Theatre in 
September, has proved a huge hit 
despite humble beginnings. 

The play tells the story of a 
group of miners living in the town 
of Ashington, Northumberland, in the 1930s. 
The men hired a professor to teach them art 
appreciation at an evening class and soon 
began to paint themselves. Within a few years, 
some of the most avant-garde artists became 
their friends and their work was acquired 
for prestigious collections. Despite this, they 
continued to work down the mines. 

The play is written by Lee Hall, famous 
for Billy Elliot. It was originally staged as the 
celebration to the reopening of the tiny Live 
Theatre in Newcastle, where Hall had began his 
playwriting career. 

A vital member of the team that staged the 
production was stage designer Gary McCann. 

He said: “The terrific thing about the process 
was that Lee was very inclusive in terms of 
developing the play, so he would send me drafts 
of scenes so I could think about them visually 
right from the beginning.” 

McCann had the challenge of working in the 
150-seat black-box theatre but was inspired by 
the visual possibilities of the miners’ artwork. 

He said: “We didn’t want a very decorative 
look to the set with flown-in windows and 
backdrops - we wanted the production to look 
raw, like the topic it was dealing with. 

“We created a kind of backstage setting with 
black brickwork, metal beams, concrete lintels, 
metal shutters and reclaimed timber for the 
floor. Then we had three pull-down screens like 
a lecturer would use on which we project the 
paintings. It is very simple, like the paintings 
they created.”

As the play progresses, more and more colour 
is brought to the stage by the artists’ work. 

McCann said: “The artwork they produced 
was wonderful and quite moving. You have a 
snapshot of a community that to our modern 
life seems quite alien now - the unbelievable 
hardship of the labour involved in their work, 
crawling around on their hands and knees all 
day long down the pit in utter pitch-black. 

“Yet the pictures show enchanting scenes of 
family life and they exhibited a real passion for 
their art and were very professional in the way 
they approached it.” 

The play was a success and was taken up by 
the National Theatre, where it was staged at 
its Cottesloe and Lyttleton stages. It then had a 
run in Broadway and Vienna. McCann has had 
to adapt the design each time, including for the 
production now touring the UK. 

He said: “The whole thing is a sort of 
Frankenstein’s monster put together from the 
venues we have played in. As we have moved 
from venue to venue we have acquired more 
elements, but the most important thing is that 
it is a comedy - and comedy works better in an 
intimate space. Even if we have been in large 


venues, I have tried to keep that feel.” 

The designer says the success of the play is 
due to its wide appeal. 

“I think the play works for people on different 
levels. In one way it is an old-fashioned comedy 
rather like Dad’s Army with a lot of slapstick 
and character-based jokes, but if you enjoy 
art and you can see the political perspective of 
the play you can like it in that way as well. It 
is a testament to Lee’s writing that he has very 
carefully put it together,” he said. 

He also says the play has an important point 
to make about the role of art in people’s lives 
and what they can achieve. 

He said: “I think the play is increasingly 
relevant if you think about what is happening 
in education and tuition fees. I came from a 
working-class background in Northern Ireland 
myself. I would have thought twice if I knew I 
had to come up with huge fees before going to 
university.” 

McCann also works extensively in the world 
of opera and his latest project is a production 
with Andrew Lloyd Webber’s son, Nicholas, 
based on the classic children’s story The Little 
Prince. 


He says it is an exciting time to be working in 
stage design, with more and more technology 
available. 

“Obviously in theatre we can’t compete with 
the budgets that TV or film has, so audiences 
want to see an imaginative flair and be 
surprised and challenged by what is possible. 
Theatre does imagination and inventiveness 
very well. Technology needs to be integrated in 
a sensitive way. It is a difficult balance because 
you do not want the design to outshine the play 
itself,” McCann said. 

After the tour, The Pitmen Painters will be 
returning to a theatre in the West End. 

McCann said: “It does not seem to run out 
of steam - none of us imagined when we first 
staged it in this tiny theatre in Newcastle that it 
would grow into what it has become. 

“The ironic thing is that it is the most 
successful production I have worked on and yet 
it is one of my simpler designs, but it is there to 
help to tell the story.”

T HE so-called ‘Winter of Discontent’, 
as anyone who lived through it can 
attest, was not a pleasant time for 
the millions of British people who 
were affected by industrial action 
by the powerful trade unions. 

With gravediggers and binmen among the 
public sector workers who went on strike in late 
1978/early 1979, ordinary people were left to 
put up with the stench of uncollected rubbish 
and the fear that dead relatives might instead be 
buried at sea rather than a cemetery. 

The unrest was a result of the then-Labour 
government’s attempt to control inflation by 
imposing rules on the public sector that pay 
rises be kept below five per cent, as an example 
to the private sector. 

Fast-forward more than 30 years and the UK 
finds itself in a similar situation, with the trade 
unions threatening a prolonged spell of 
industrial action in protest at the Coalition’s 
programme of spending cuts and pension 
reforms. 

The difference this time, however, is that 
thanks to Margaret Thatcher - whose victory in 
the 1979 general election was largely due to 
predecessor James Callaghan’s failure to control 
the strike action - the unions have far less 
power today than they did back in the 19 70s. 

“There are a lot more difficulties in terms of 
the laws that shackle us, and they’ve hardly 
changed at all over the years,” said Richard 
Ascough, regional secretary for the GMB. 

“That’s affected our ability to take industrial 
action because it’s a legal minefield out there 
now. The right to take industrial action is part 
of any free society but if you go on strike then 
technically you’re in breach of your contract, 
and it’s about time that changed. 

“It’s more difficult anyway to influence a 
Conservative-led government’s policy, but I 
think you’ll find that by the end of the year they 
will have modified their pension reform plans 
and that will be a result for us.” 

Legalised in 1871, the trade 
union movement sought to 
reform socio-economic conditions 
for working men in British 
industries. 

Some 13 million workers were 
members of a union at the time of 
the Winter of Discontent, but that 
figure has fallen to about seven 
million since the Thatcher era. 

But despite introducing new 
legislation that made it more 
difficult for workers to go on 
strike, the ‘Iron Lady’ was unable 
to stop them completely. 

Her decision to close coal pits throughout the 
country in 1984 signalled the beginning of the 
end of the age-old coal mining industry, but the 
tens of thousands of miners who eventually lost 
their jobs refused to go down without a fight. 

And fight they did, as walk-outs, flying 
pickets and violence between protesters and the 
police became all-too familiar sights at locations 
across the country. 

As the Kent secretary for the National Union 
of Teachers John Walder explains, the role of 
unions in such disputes is no less important 
today. 

“They play the same role that they have for 
many years, and that’s to represent the interests 
of their members,” he said. “The fact there are 
far fewer members than before doesn’t actually 
take away from that because the unions still do 
a crucial job for them. 

“Trade unions get a very bad press generally. 
We will always be branded as dangerous 
revolutionaries but despite that, the feedback 
we’ve received about the pensions issue has 
been pretty good. I wouldn’t ever pretend that’s 
always the case but with this particular issue 
we may have struck a chord.” 

Mr Walder was among a crowd of up to

500,000 who protested through London in 
March to demonstrate their anger at the 
spending cuts and pension reforms. 

The mass rally was organised by the Trades 
Union Congress (TUC) and promoted at a 
county level by a collaboration of 10 of the UK’s 
biggest trade unions known collectively as Kent 
- Save Our Services. 

NUT members also took part in a one-day 
strike last month, angry at being asked to work 
longer and pay more for pensions worth tens of 
thousands of pounds less in the long run. 

Mr Walder said: “This particular government 
has been doing lots of U-turns recently, and 
we’re only at the beginning of the current 
argument about pensions so there’s no reason 
why we should not see a considerable change in 
the Government’s stance. 

“I don’t think anyone would entertain the 
illusion that going on a one-day strike will 
change ministers’ minds, but there’s an 
ongoing campaign and we have every hope of 
making our point and forcing changes to the 
Government’s pension plan. 

“The right to withdraw your labour is a 
fundamental democratic right that was 
struggled for over the generations. Lots of 


people don’t seem to remember or understand 
what has gone on before, and it’s the same 
situation with people who don’t bother to vote 
in elections.” 

Last week viewers and listeners tuning in to 
BBC news programmes found disruption to the 
breakfast shows owing to a 24-hour strike by 
journalists. 

The industrial action was organised by the 
National Union of Journalists (NUJ) in response 
to a planned programme of compulsory 
redundancies at BBC World Service and BBC 
Monitoring. 

But as Mr Ascough from the GMB pointed 
out, the role of a trade union is about more than 
civil unrest and balloting their members about 
how and when they go on strike. 

“Unions still play a vital role and are quite 
clearly still a large player in society today,” he 
said. 

“We don’t have the membership we did 20 
years or more ago but we still represent some¬ 
where between six and seven million people. 
There’s also clear evidence that if you’re a member 
of a union then you will do better than people who 
are not members when it comes to things like pay 
and the terms and conditions of your contract.”

High-speed digs reveal 
history’s buried secrets

THE construction of the High 
Speed 1 (HS1) line from St 
Pancras to the Channel Tun¬ 
nel created the opportunity for 
Britain’s largest ever archaeo¬ 
logical excavation. 

The building of the track and 
the archaeological excavation 
along the route went hand in 
hand, throwing up some amaz¬ 
ing finds from across the ages. 

Two of the most significant 
finds from the project occurred at 
the Ebbsfleet station site - a tusk 
from a 400,000-year-old prehis¬ 
toric elephant, and a Saxon age 
watermill, which was reserved 
in the waterlogged soil. 

Rachel Starling, fromHSl Ltd, 
who oversaw the archaeological 
and environment projects, was 
surprised to come across the re¬ 
mains of the elephant. 

She said: “At Ebbsfleet, noth¬ 
ing had been found previously 
by archaeologists in exploratory 
digs, so when we found the el¬ 
ephant is was quite unexpected. 

“As soon as we saw some¬ 
thing, the whole digging came 
to a stop and an excavation team 
went in. 

“Due to the significance of the 
elephant, we had to engage with 
specialists. 

“For me, the tusk was the most 
exciting because it was the larg¬ 
est animal we found and it also 
speaks the loudest because, who 
has seen an elephant in England 
not in a zoo? But here is proof 
that hundreds of thousands of 
years ago, elephants were roam¬ 
ing through Kent, 

“It is really hard to get your 
head around.” 

The elephant tusk is now go¬ 
ing to go on display at the Natu¬ 
ral History Museum in London. 

The Ebbsfleet excavations also 



came across the well preserved ru¬ 
ins of an Anglo-Saxon water mill. 

The find was another from 
the project that had not been 
expected. 

Mrs Starling said: “We knew 
of the river and that there had 
been activity around it, but in 
the waterlogged ground were 
the well preserved Anglo saxon 
timbers. 

“They now have to be kept in 
a waterlogged environment. 

“The discovery was so excit¬ 
ing that we stopped the work 
and opened up to the public for 
the weekend so they could all see 
what we had found. 

“When you went to different 
sites you never knew what you 
would find.” 

Along the route, which the 
high-speed trains now travel 
along, archaeologists also un¬ 
earthed Neolithic longhouses 
near Aylesford, mummified 
cats at Brockton Farm house 
near Charing heath, evidence of 
World War Two defences near 



Ashfield, an Iron Age gated set¬ 
tlement at Beechbrook Wood, 
and three Bronze age graveyards 
at Saltwood, which included a 
number of items of jewellery. 

The remains of a Roman villa 
were also discovered in Thurn- 
ham, and the burial site of a 
baby, which puzzled the histori¬ 
ans and archaeologists, because 
the Romans did not bury their 
dead infants in this way. 

This led them to presume that 
it was the body of the child of sig¬ 
nificant and important parents. 

Mrs Starling added: “There 
has never been an archaeologi¬ 
cal project of this scale ever un¬ 
dertaken in the UK. 

“The findings have undoubt¬ 
edly provided a lasting legacy 
and the approach has set the 
standard for further major infra¬ 
structure projects.” 

The story of the excavation 
work and a record of the discov¬ 
eries, running along the high 
speed line, have been collated 
into a book, Tracks and Traces.

Family values still holding 
court after all these years 


W ALLETT’S Court near St 
Margaret’s Bay has been 
entertaining guests for more 
than 30 years. 

The ancient farmhouse 
can trace its roots back to the 
Domesday Book, but by 19 76 it was in a sad 
state of decay. It was then that Michelin-starred 
chef Chris Oakley and his family moved in. 

His son Gavin said: “There was no roof and it 
was just about to fall down when they rescued 
it. I was a child at the time, so it was a great 
playground to grow up in.” 

Chris Oakley had trained with the famous 
Roux Brothers in London. At that time he was 
head chef at one of their restaurants in the City 
of London and was commuting on the train. 

Gavin said: “He would leave at 5 am and not 
get back until late in the evening. My mother, 
Lea, who had been a teacher, actually did a lot 
of the renovation work. The restaurant really 
started off the back of her deciding to do bed- 
and-breakfast. 

“Someone met my dad on the train and asked 
if he would do a dinner here for them. As it was 
a Saturday night, he was able to do it. It was 
just an organic beginning to the whole thing.” 

The restaurant established itself due to Chris’s 
reputation, but the rest of the family had to 
muck in to help. 

Gavin said: “I grew up in the kitchen. I then 
worked for Albert and Michel Roux in London, 
but kitchen work was not really for me. I moved 
to front of house and then came back here with 
my dad still in the kitchen and me working in 
the restaurant - that’s how it evolved.” 

Gavin took over the business in the 90s, while 
his father continued to cook. 

“We steadily grew and got three AA rosettes 
and Michelin ratings - our success has come 
from a lot of hard toil,” he said. 

Thirty years down the line, Gavin is still keen 
to build on the historic foundations of Wallett’s 
Court, which can name Edward I’s wife and Pit 
the Younger as former residents. 

Gavin has added a spa where guests can

Even my friend the chef was impressed when he turned diner 


ON OFFICIALLY the hottest day for 
five years, my chef friend and I decided 
it was time to get out of the sun and 
head for a meal worthy of the glorious 
sunshine. 

Our destination was the Old Coach 
& Horses at Harbledown, just a stone’s 
throw from Canterbury. 

Nestled on a winding road through 
the village, the building has been 
modernised and doubles as both a 
restaurant and a lovely-looking pub. 

The shiny wooden floors and neat bar 
are complemented by the old beams 
and blackboard menu, which give the 
place a rustic feel. 

There are two dining areas; one is 
past the bar and down a short set of 
stairs, while the other is a larger room 
upstairs which gives way to a terrace 
and garden area. We chose the former 
in a bid to keep the sunburn under wraps. 


RESTAURANT Review 



We were served our drinks at the 
bar and ushered us towards the giant 
blackboard to choose our meals before 
taking our seats. 

I opted for the home-cured salmon 
with watercress and egg (£6.50), 
while my guest went for the smoked- 


mackerel fillet with honey mustard 
potato salad (£5.75). 

The fresh, cool fish cuts were perfect 
on a hot day, served with a slice of 
lemon and a bed of leaves for an extra 
fresh and clean flavour. 

I was assured that my guest’s starter 
was just as top-notch as mine. 

The perfect size of the starter allowed 
for the prompt arrival of the main 
course. I went with the duck breast 
on duck hash cake with black pepper, 
brandy and cream sauce (£14.50). 

My chef friend went for the braised 
shoulder of lamb with onion puree and 
rosemary sauce (£13.50). Both were 
again presented simply but excellently. 

The duck was cooked medium 
without a hint of dryness and was 
complemented superbly by the hash 
cake, which was similar to a large hash 
brown mixed with confit leg meat. My 


friend's slow-cooked lamb shoulder 
lived up to his high standards of 
working in a Michelin-star restaurant. 

Each dish was served with seasonal 
vegetables, butter and black pepper. 

Satisfied with our choices, desserts 
were almost an afterthought, although 
I chose a chocolate and Bailey's torte 
(£5). I had just enough room left to fit 
in a generous helping of this thick and 
sweet dessert. Lovely! 

The phone rang several times as 
customers secured bookings, testament 
to how popular The Old Coach & 

Horses has become... on this form it 
should enjoy a successful future.

Merc topples 3 Series

IT HAS been a whispering campaign and some 
are still deaf to it, but the BMW 3-Series has lost 
its crown as the best compact executive car. 

The new king is the current Mercedes-Benz 
C-Class, launched in 2007. 

Since then, the sharp-looking Merc has reeled 
in the idiosyncratic ally-styled Beemer and the 
C-Class should now be first choice for those who 
want to have their executive cake and eat it. 

Mercedes-Benz has waited a long time 
to overturn the BMW - since launching its 
original ‘Baby Benz’, the 190, back in the 80, 
in fact. 

And the C-Class that finally achieved this is 
now even better following a facelift in March. 

As is the way with the German premium 
marques, this is not a visual bonanza. Mercedes 
might say the car (priced from £25,525) 
includes some 2,000 new bits and pieces, but 
you’d be hard pressed to notice on the outside 
where the aerodynamic body wears tweaks to 
lights, grille and bumper. 

The dashboard and cabin, however, are far 
more integrated than before - this was the car’s 
Achilles’ heel - and has excellent stowage and 
nice touches such as rear reading lights. The 
seats are comfortable and rear space is good, 
though it is still really only a four-seater when 
talking about long journeys for adults. 

Already-impressive safety equipment has 
been upgraded, too. 

The boot is large for this sector and the classy 
estate version is one of the best at offering 
‘lifestyle image’ plus practical load lugging. 

Where the C-Class still cannot quite match 
its BMW rival is in the ultimate economy/ 
ecological area - increasingly important to 
company-car-man now that taxes hit him so 
hard in the pocket. 

This is why the miserly BMW 320d continues

to dominate 3-Series sales by a huge margin. 

On the other hand, economy/efficiency 
seems more balanced across the C-Class range. 
Powertrains were revised last year, but the 
seamless seven-speed auto gearbox is now 
available on junior models, too. 

And unless you want an out-and- 
out performance model, you get M-B’s 
BlueEfficiency eco-package as standard now on 
petrol and diesel models, something I applaud, 
rather than have eco (and tax)-aware buyers 
pay a premium for a greener car. 

Our test model was a mid-range diesel, the 
C220 BlueEfficiency Sport saloon with that 
seven-speed auto box (£30,980). You can have 
a six-speed manual and save about £1,600, but 
the auto really does give you the best of both 
worlds and should hold its value better. 

And you will want to test the auto’s 
versatility when selecting the gears yourself 
because this is where the C-Class has kept all its 


old comfortable virtues and beaten the BMW at 
its own game, for the Merc can be both family 
cruiser and executive boy-racer, hugging the 
bends with great poise and reassurance. 

Based on our experience, you also couldn’t 
ask for better power than the C220 (2,143cc) 
test car: with 170bhp and twin turbochargers, 
it is lively (0-62mph in 8.1 seconds) and yet has 
an official combined mpg of 58.9 - the manual 
is more economical but slower off the mark. 

As a real world test, I set the standard-fit cruise 
control to 70mph on the motorway and saw the 
computer reeling off figures around 50mpg. 

Our car also looked the business in black 
with the Sport grille, which highlights another 
possible C-Class secret of success: the option 
to go for a model with a traditional Merc grille 
topped by the famous three-pointed star, or a 
coupe-style version with a big star embedded 
in the grille itself - the latter makes a difference 
with the sharp-suited brigade, believe me.

PLANS to run a third car in this season’s British 
Touring Car Championship (BTCC) remain alive 
for Motorbase Performance although a quick 
return for former driver Jonathan Adam looks 
unlikely. 

Adam, 26, drove for Motorbase in the BTCC in 
2009 and was at Brands Hatch last week to test 
their Ford Focus alongside championship chal¬ 
lenger Mat Jackson and Porsche Carrera Cup 
driver George Richardson. 

Motorbase, based in Wrotham, compete as 
Airwaves racing in the BTCC. Team principal 
David Bartrum was impressed by Adam’s display 
at the test, but insisted they would only agree on 
a new driver deal when the time was right. 

He said: “The test was very good, Jonny had a 
run-out in the car to see what he thinks and to 
help with the workload, with what Mat Jackson 
was trying to do. 

“He knows Motorbase and he was only a tenth 
off Mat’s time, so it was useful both from a driver 
point of view and as far as the car’s concerned. 

“The key to having a third driver is to have a 
good team driver, but it all comes down to budg¬ 
ets and finances. Would I like Jonny in the car? 
Yes. Is it going to happen instantly? No. If you 
haven’t got the money, the car can’t go out and 
we would need extra spares to cover it. 

“Basically, we’re going with two cars at the 
moment and it’ll be towards the end of the sea¬ 
son if we do get another car out. I’d love to have

three cars straight away, but we don’t quite have 
the budget at the moment.” 

Bartrum’s team have worked on the Focus to 
improve its stability and speed since the BTCC 
reached its halfway point at Croft last month. 

Jackson, with three race wins and a further 
four podium finishes to his name, is leading 
Airwaves’ charge not only for the independent 
teams’ trophy but the overall drivers’ champi¬ 
onship. He trails Honda Racing’s Matt Neal, the 
championship leader, by just nine points after 
crucially winning race three at Croft. 

“It’s nice to go into the big season break like 
that,” Bartrum said. “We’ve done quite a bit of 
work on the suspension to make the car more 
stable and faster. 

“We don’t want to ruin the balance of what 
we’ve already got [by bringing a third driver in 
at the wrong time]. We’re doing quite well, we’re 
second in the championship and we’re leading

Fennell sets sights on worlds

Holmesdale captain Learning fast 
as side bid to beat dreaded drop

SURVIVAL in Kent League Division Two remains 
within reach for Holmesdale with skipper Mark 
Epps insisting he is confident in his side’s ability 
to turn their season around. 

Epps, who took over the captaincy from Stuart 
Brown during the winter, has been on a steep 
learning curve. 

His second game in charge ended in a four- 
wicket defeat at Harvel, who chased down 293 
to win after Epps had declared with two overs 
remaining and Holmesdale 292 for 8. 

The Sevenoaks side have struggled for results 
ever since, winning only once in 11 attempts. 
They sit second-bottom in the division ahead of 
Saturday’s game against Catford and Cyphers, 
but Epps remains level-headed about his side’s 
situation. 

He said: “We’re disappointed with where we 
are in the table, but that’s the result of being on 
the wrong end of four or five close games. We’ve 
lost by eight runs and we’ve failed to get the last 
wicket, and that’s the difference between getting 
six points and 20. 

“We’re by no means demoralised and we’re 
still very much in the mix because of the number 
of bowling and batting points. 

“I don’t know if I believe in luck. You can cite 
various instances, away to Harvel I declared on 
290 after 48 overs and they chased it down in 
the 52nd over, so maybe that decision was in¬ 
correct. Also, we dropped a guy on three who 
went on to make a hundred. We’re a young side, 
learning through that experience.” 

Epps has flourished with the bat so far this sea¬ 
son, hitting 130 in the Harvel defeat and topping 
the club’s runs charts with 482 runs at an aver¬ 
age of 48.2. 

The new challenges of captaining the side 
have proved more of a test, however, with player 
unavailability plaguing his attempts to name 
a settled side throughout the campaign. Now, 
though, he feels he has almost cracked it. 

He said: “It’s my first year as skipper and I 
know the players very well but tactics, strategy 
and how to get the best out of them is always 
tough. We haven’t had full availablity, but we’ve 


had a consistent core of six or seven players and 
that’s what’s kept us in the mix. 

“I’ve learnt a lot about how to play the game 
and how to get the best out of the guys. That’s 
easy to do when you’re winning, but it’s a chal¬ 
lenge when you’re losing to keep people moti¬ 
vated and believing. 

“I’m at a point now where I’ve learnt how to 
do that, to get the best out of people. The quality 
is there but everyone has to fire on the day. This 


league’s always competitive, it’s always tight, 
and we’re only 20 points off fifth place.” 

With seven games still to play, the relegation 
battle is still in its infancy, but Saturday’s game 
against mid-table Catford could prove crucial for 
Holmesdale. 

Over the four weekends which follow, they 
take on the division’s top four sides, including 
trips to face Hythe and Orpington, who occupy 
the promotion spots.

DAN Caprice admits he is still coming 
to terms with life in the top division of 
French rugby following his decision to 
quit the England Sevens team in favour 
of a dream move to Biarritz. 

The 21-year-old utility back signed a 
two-year deal with the club last month 
and moved to the south-west coast of 
France three weeks ago. 

While the prospect of competing for a 
place in one of Europe’s top teams looms 
large on the horizon, the former Seven- 
oaks schoolboy has more pressing im¬ 
mediate concerns. As well as learning 
French, Caprice is altering his weekly 
lifestyle to fit with professional club 
rugby after spending two seasons on the 
World Series sevens circuit. 

He said: “I’m taking it in my stride, 
but now and again I have to pinch my¬ 
self, it’s like ‘what are you doing here, 
in France, playing 15s for Biarritz?’ It all 
happened so quickly, I didn’t have time 
to think about it and now it seems nor¬ 
mal, I feel at home. 

“It’s gone smoother than I thought it 
would, because my French isn’t too hot, 
but a lot of the boys here speak English. 

“I haven’t really trained full-time 
since I left school, but now we train 
from 8.30am to 2pm. In sevens, you get 
long rests, you’ll train in the morning 
and then have three hours off and train 
again in the evening. 

“I’ve found it a lot more full-on since 
I’ve been here and with pre-season, it’s 
a bit of a shock to the system. I’ve put 
on about four kilograms, that’s been 
the biggest difference, because I was 
1 Ok lighter than anyone else when I got 
here.” 

As a youngster, coming through the 
ranks at Medway and then Maidstone, 
Caprice harboured distant ambitions of 
one day playing in France, where flair

Having been picked up by the Sara¬ 
cens Academy and then moved on to 
Blackheath, he seemed to have found 
himself in the right place at the right 
time when the Rugby Football Union 
offered him a central contract as part of 
the England sevens set-up. 

Success on the World Series stage, 
combined with an appearance at last 
October’s Commonwealth Games in In¬ 
dia, brought him to the attentions of the 
coaching staff at Biarritz, although he 
said his move to the French giants had 
been a whirlwind affair. 

“I knew they were interested before 
[the sevens event at] Twickenham but 
nothing was really said until two weeks 
before I got out here,” he explained. “It 
took a while to sort out the contract so I 
kept quiet until it was definite. 

“I had to commit or not, and I’m only 
21, so it was a great opportunity to go 
and play rugby in France, which was 
something I’d always wanted to do. 
“I spoke to my parents and my friends 
about it and they all said it’d be a good 
thing for my rugby. 

“[Sevens] was a massive thing, the 
biggest thing I’ve done so far in rugby, 
so to walk away was hard. I spoke to 
Ben [Ryan, coach] and he said the 
door’s always open and if I don’t like it, I 
could always come back. 

“It’s a unknown, I don’t know how 
good Biarritz will be, but I’ll give it a go 
and if I don’t like it, I’m not too far from 
home. 

“It’s a new challenge and I haven’t 
played a lot of 15s, so it’s like a whole 
new sport. However, a lot of my skill 
sets cross over so it’s not as big a jump 
as people think.” 

Caprice could face English opposi¬ 
tion almost immediately as Premiership 
sides Bristol and London Irish are both 
scheduled to fly in for pre-season warm¬ 
up games.

"We've been playing a Lot of small-sided 
games, touch rugby, with running in between. 
That way, it keeps people interested because 
if you send them out for an hour to run up and 
down, you tend to Lose players." 

Vaughan's first season in charge also sees 
the Oaks' first XV Led by new captain, George 
Roffey. The pair have already worked together 
to plan elements of pre-season and Vaughan 
says the partnership will be key to a successful 
campaign. 

"He's very important for me as a coach," he 
said.
